Btute of excitement at an early hour 
this morning, and 
all 
clay long the 


greatest coniuslon has prevailed. About 
seven o'clock this morning, while many 
of the Inhabitants of the place were 
asleep, a mob of men, fully one hundred, 
most of whom came from Wilmot, a 
•mall town In the Southern portion of 
the county, Invaded the town. 
The men 


entered the town and placed guards at 
the end of ovcry street, armed with 
Winchester rilles, thus beading off peo- 
ple from going or coming. After this the 
remainder of the mob went to the Court- 
house, broke the doors down aud went 
through each and every office, helping 
themselves to papers, documents and 
valuables, scattering am! destroying what 
they didn't want." They also carried 
away the safe.

mol> destroyed n 


great deal of property, public aud pri- 
\ate, and helped themselves to what they 
>\.lilted, and after accomplishing what 
had been mapped out, left. 


Mieviff Cuminlngs made an effort to re- 


sist the men, but they \\uro determined, 
and he was ordered to luuam quiet,, ami 
at the Mime lime a flue display of Win- 
chester rifles were placed on exhibition, 
especially for his benefit. 
A number ol 


Traverse men left their homes with the 
Intention of assisting tlu> Sheriff in quiet- 
ing the disturbance, but further consider- 
ing Ihu situation, became convinced that 
prudence at tli.it particular juncture was 
the wiser policy. 
The .Sheriff and his 


friends remained under co\er of Win- 
chesters, in the hands of the murderous- 
looking men, who had by ttiis time im- 
bibed most liberally of bad whisky. Many 
of the mob were very drunk, aud had 
grown boisterous as well as dangerous. 


T1IK MOB MOYK8 AWAY. 


The mob remained about an hour, then 


left with the county safe aud all the pri- 
vate property they could find. The in- 
side of the Court-house is a total wreck. 
The businessmen, of Wilmot led the mob, 
aud gathered the lower elements of the 
country, mostly foreigners. The United 
States mail carnei was stopped and the 
mall overhauled. '1 he department has 
been nolilled. The -ale contained no val- 
uable records and pvers. The mob de- 
stroyed a large uumlM'r of papers, among 
which were several 
hundred 
chattel 


moitguges, which will be .1 great loss to 
the mortgagees. All other county records 
are sale, the

removed them from the Court house. 
Notice wns posted on the Court-house 
door to-day to the effect thai the records 
weic safe, and business would be trans- 
acted as usual.

Ara- 
bella is not Arabella, or beautiful altar, 
but Orabilia, a praying woman. In its 
Anglicized form of Orabel, it was much 
more common in the thirteenth cen- 
tury than at present. Maurice has 
nothing to do with Mauritius, or » 
Moor, but comes from Almario—him- 
melreich—the kingdom of heavw*. 


Ellen ii the feminine of Akua, Alan 


or Allan, and has no possible connec- 
tion with Helen, which comes from • 
different language, and older by at leatt 
a thousand years. Amy i» not from 
ame«, but from »mie. Ance, or ATM, 
does not exactly mean advice, as some 
seem to think. It comes from Adw«. 
and means happy wisdom. Eliza has 
no connection witk Elizabeth. It M 
the sister of Louisa, and both are the 
daughters of Heloise, which is Helewis, 
hidden wisdom. There is indeed an- 
other form of Louisa, or rather Louis*, 
which is the feminine of Louis, but this 
was scarcely heard of before the six- 
teenth century. 
The older Heloise form of tho name, 


Aloisa, Aloisa or Aloysa, was adopted 
into medieval English as Alesia—a 
name which our old genealogists always 
confuse with Alice. Emily and Amelia 
are not different forms of one name. 
Emily is from Jimylia, the name of an 
Etruscan gens; Amelia comes from the 
Gothic amala—heavenly. Reginald is 
not derived from Regina, and has noth- 
ing to do with a queen. It is Rem-alt 
—exalted purity. Alice, Adelais, Ade- 
laide, Aliza, Alix and Adeline are all 
forms of one name, the root of which, 
is adel—noble. But Anne was nevar 
used as idenlical with Annis or Agnes 
(of which last the old Scottish Annas 
is a variety); nor, as I sturdily main- 
tained, was Elizabeth every synon- 
ymous with Isabel.—Notes and Queries.
